CAT PSYCHOLOGY 


EUGENE JONES, D.V.M., and 
MISS JERRY GRIMM 


Many veterinarians are prone avoid treat- 
ing cat patients, and are losing not only the 
remuneration gained but the opportunity 
acquiring loyal clients. 


order treat cats successfully and enjoy 
it, is, the opinion the writers, necessary 
understand cat psychology. All know 
the history cats and their association with 
and worship the ancients, but are con- 
cerned now with cats the present time. Cats 
are more neurotic than any our domestic 
animals; and order treat and handle them 
successfully, behooves attempt leave 
the impression the cat that having its 
own way; whereas reality are accom- 
plishing our desires. Cats will always rebel 
against restraint. 


Let begin the time when client brings 
cat patient you which not enclosed 
carrier. Due strange odors and noises, the 
animal becomes frightened. attempt hold 
frightened cat suicide, but the cat 
placed quiet room with all doors and win- 
dows closed, and allowed its freedom for few 
minutes, almost 100 per cent the animals can 
gently placed table and examined. 


Approaching cat should done slowly, 
allowing the animal smell the hand. Some- 
times nervous cats necessary wash 
the hands and remove all animal odors from 
them before the cat will permit examination. 
Scratching under the chin and around the ears 
will often insure confidence. 


Some cats become highly nervous when ad- 
mitted the hospital, and are ready bite 
scratch the approach stranger. these 
cases found the best policy give 
the cat water and pan sand, and leave 
alone for from twelve twenty-four hours, 
thereby allowing become accustomed 
its strange surroundings and convince itself 
that harm will come it. Then usually 
can handled. 


Cats and dogs are natural enemies, and cats 
seem sense it; therefore treating strange 
cats good policy not have dogs present. 
Keep the doors and windows closed, and should 
the cat become too excited and attempt 
escape, not try restrain it, but allow 
walk around the room few minutes. Then 
gently pick and proceed with the treat- 
ment. 


Many clients have the idea that cats will not 
recuperate ward which dogs are housed, 
but with this the writers not agree. seems 
that cats feel secure places above the floor, 
and after the first twenty-four hours almost all 
cats, placed high cage, will lose all fear

Tying cats tables dangerous proce- 
dure, not only account the danger 
injuring the animal, sometimes permanently, 
but because develops the cat fear the 
hospital, which will always remain. 
necessary restrain cat, throw blanket 
light rug over it, pick the rug and cat, and 
then give the treatment necessary. 

When client calls and wishes bring 
cat the hospital, always advise him place 
the animal carrier: pillowslip, flour 
sack, cardboard box secured twine. 
impossible smother cat this proce- 
dure, and does avoid automobile accidents 
and the loss the animal between the car and 
your front door. 


Always careful that the windows and 
doors are closed when removing cat from 
cage, escaped cat disregards fences. 
heaven and traffic are good, the cat will return 
home, but doesn’t help your reputation any. 

you haven’t cat your own, get kitten 
and watch its reactions grows. will not 
only lot pleasure, but will help you 
tremendously your cat practice.

WARNING: The Federal Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration warns that lot per 
cent glucose saline, manufactured Cutter 
Laboratories has been found contami- 
nated and very pyrogenic.

FEVER SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


JELLISON, Parasitologist, Rocky Mountain Laboratory, United States Public 
Health Service, Hamilton, Montana, and BECK, Senior Epidemiologist, 
California State Department Public Health, Berkeley, California 


fever, disease animals transmissible 
man, was found endemic Southern 
California during the year 1947. Over 150 cases 
this disease have been confirmed Los An- 
geles and adjacent counties. Infection live- 
stock widely separated herds Los Angeles 
County has also been demonstrated. 

fever relatively new disease the 
medical, veterinary, and laboratory profes- 
sions. The first published report infection 
man with this previously unknown agent 
was Derrick (1937), following study 
obscure febrile diseases Queensland, Austra- 
lia. The infection was established experi- 
mental animals, and the etiological agent ob- 
served the tissues these animals was 
named Rickettsia burneti honor Dr. 
Burnet, co-worker the investigations. 

Most the other cases diagnosed Aus- 
tralia were among people working with live- 
stock and especially employees slaughter- 
houses. Infection was also found ticks 
livestock and ticks wild marsupials. 
was suggested that the feces from infected 
ticks cattle were the principal source hu- 
man infection. 

Concurrently with the early Australian 
work, Davis and Cox (1938), research workers 
the Rocky Mountain Laboratory the 
United States Public Health Service, Hamilton, 
Montana, recovered organism from western 
wood ticks, Dermacentor andersoni, which was 
distinct from any previously described patho- 
gen and which produced characteristic lesions 
guinea pigs. This agent was named Rickett- 
sia diaporica and the disease animals was 
referred Nine-Mile fever, using the name 
the creek western Montana near which 
this particular lot infectious ticks had been 
collected. 

Following comparative study experi- 
mental animals the Australian strains 
fever and Montana strains Nine-Mile fever, 
Dr. Dyer (1938), the National Institute 
Health, suggested that the two diseases were 
identical. 

Two laboratory epidemics, one involving 
cases 1940 and one with cases 1946, 
occurred workers the Division Infec- 
tious Diseases the National Institute 
Health where fever was being studied. Al- 
though cases appeared among employees 
every floor the building and visitors, none 
was found the families associates em- 
ployees unless they had been the laboratory 
building. This suggested that person-to-person 
transmission the disease did not occur. 
person infected the first epidemic suffered 
the second, which suggested that infection 


produced immunity. Only one these 
cases was fatal. 

was postulated that infection resulted 
from inhalation particles droplets liber- 
ated the high-speed apparatus used for the 
maceration and centrifugation infected tis- 
sues the preparation test antigens. These 
operations were confined limited section 
one floor. 

Fifteen cases fever developed work- 
ers the Laboratory for Acute Respiratory 
Diseases Fort Bragg, North Carolina, be- 
July and late December, 1945. One visi- 
tor also became infected. summary 
these cases, the Commission reports (1946) 
follows: review the evidence indicates 
that inoculated eggs were the main source 
the laboratory infections; not possible 
state categorically, however, that the handling 
infected guinea pigs was not responsible for 
some the cases.” 

evidence indicated insect vector the 
source human infections the laboratory 
outbreaks. 

sporadic outbreak fever occurred ata 
packing house Amarillo, Texas, March, 
1946. Fifty-five cases and two deaths were re- 
ported this epidemic although diagnosis was 
not established until most the patients had 
recovered. was concluded epidemiological 
studies that all cases had been infected 
single shipment animals. The train crew 
serving the plant, men the killing floor, and 
those handling the hides were 
among the diagnosed cases. 

similar epidemic with cases occurred 
August, 1946, Chicago, Illinois. Epidemio- 
logical studies there, initiated after the epi- 
demic had subsided, suggested sheep un- 
weaned calves the source infection. 

1945, fever was recognized Panama, 
and that same year many cases fever de- 
veloped military personnel route 
shortly after arrival the United States. In- 
fection was presumably contracted certain 
Army bases Italy and Greece. The disease 
now recognized endemic these coun- 
tries. The source infection was not definitely 
determined but dust from barns and straw was 
suspected. 1946, burneti was recovered 
from ticks Morocco, but human infection has 
not been reported that country. 1947, 
cases were reported from Switzerland. 

The first California cases fever were 
discovered Dr. Frank Young Artesia, 
May, 1947. Most his cases were residents 
Artesia and adjacent centers population 
the concentrated dairy area southeastern 
Los Angeles County. Tentative clinical diag- 
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noses were confirmed serological tests made 
the National Institute Health. The diver- 
sity residences, occupations, and ages 
these cases immediately suggested endemic 
focus the disease Los Angeles 

field reconnaissance Dr. Shepard, the 
National Institute Health, added more cases 
the list known positives, secured evidence 
infection livestock, and further confirmed 
that the disease was endemic the vicinity 
Artesia.

Maryland, and its western branch, the Rocky 
Mountain Laboratory Hamilton, Montana. 

Except for three cases western Montana 
occurring 1939 (not reported), 1940, and 
April, 1947,1 all previously diagnosed human 
cases the United States had occurred 
sporadic cases laboratories, laboratory 
epidemics, epidemics packing houses, 

soldiers returning from the European Theater 
operations who presumably acquired their 
infection before leaving the ports embarka- 
tion.

Often this pneumonitis detectable 
only X-ray examination. Other symptoms 
less frequently observed are pleuritic pain, 
cough, anorexia, and nausea. 

Severe cases may have temperatures 
105°-106°, blood-streaked sputum, cyanosis, 
and disorientation. Complications are uncom- 
mon and recovery usually uneventful with- 
out residual effects. The death rate about 
per cent. Rashes various types are charac- 
teristic all other diseases man caused 
rickettsial organisms but less than per cent 
the clinical records California cases have 
mentioned rash any type. 


extremely doubtful case was reported occur- 
ring South Carolina 1942. “imported” case 
Boston was described Finland and Lesses (1947). 
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Cases illness later confirmed fever 
have been diagnosed the basis clinical 
symptoms influenza, sinusitis, common cold, 
bronchitis, typhoid fever, infectious mononu- 
cleosis, brucellosis, atypical pneumonia, and 
virus pneumonia. 

Psittacosis, coccidioidomycosis, and rickett- 
sial diseases other than fever may exhibit 
similar symptoms and findings. the present 
time, diagnosis can confirmed only the 
isolation the infectious agent from the pa- 
tient the demonstration specific anti- 
bodies the sera convalescent cases. The 
most reliable laboratory test complement 
fixation test using specific antigen prepared 
from organisms grown the yolk sac the 
fertile hen’s egg. agglutination test with 
similar antigen has also been used diagnosis. 

The infectious agent has been isolated from 
acute human cases injection blood, spu- 
tum, urine into guinea pigs, and similarly 
testing tissues obtained autopsy. Such at-

Insofar has been determined, the incu- 
bation period fever man averages about 
days, but may vary from days. 

The other rickettsial diseases man are 
known transmitted parasites; for ex- 
ample, spotted fever ticks, epidemic typhus 
human lice, scrub typhus mites, endemic 
typhus fleas, and rickettsialpox mites. 
Although the exact mode infection these 
diseases may contamination skin le- 
sions with parasite feces and/or infection 
bite, still the role the vector well estab- 
lished. However, fever, although the dis- 
ease has been found natural infection 
many species ticks, there little evidence 
that human cases are caused the bites 
these parasites. 

Two species ticks, Ixodes holocyclus and 
Haemaphysalis humerosa have been found nat- 
urally infected Australia. Some the Aus- 
tralian rural cases may have been caused 
tick bite, but has been presumed that con- 
tamination by, inhalation of, excrement 
from infected ticks feeding cattle was 
more likely cause infection, especially the 
slaughterhouse cases. 

the United States, natural infection has 
been demonstrated repeatedly wood ticks, 
Dermacentor andersoni, from Montana and 
Wyoming and Amblyomma americanum 
from Texas. has also been found Derma- 
centor occidentalis the West Coast States, 
but less frequently. 

There was suggestion that tick insect 
bites were responsible for the slaughterhouse 
epidemics Amarillo Chicago, but infec-

tious tick excrement from the hides cattle 
was possible but unlikely source infection. 
Certainly the laboratory epidemics were not 
tick- insect-borne. 

probable that fever not dependent 
ticks insects for its transmission man, 
yet its relationship the other rickettsial 
and the presence natural infection 
many species ticks strongly suggest these 
parasites are involved the maintenance 
fever nature. 

The causative organism fever, Rickett- 
sia burneti, belongs group minute path- 
ogenic organisms known rickettsiae. These 
can cultivated the presence living cells 
but not lifeless media. They stain poorly 
with ordinary bacterial stains but are readily 
demonstrated the Giemsa Macchiavello 
methods. They are usually intracellular. 

The organism fever differs from the 
other species rickettsia that filterable. 
This character suggested the specific name 
diaporica proposed Cox (1939) for the agent 
that was isolated the United States. 

Other rickettsial diseases are Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever North America, Colombia, 
and Brazil; scrub typhus the Orient; bou- 
tonneuse fever Africa and other parts the 
eastern hemisphere; Siberian tick typhus; 
North Queensland tick typhus Australia; 
and epidemic and endemic typhus, both widely 
distributed. The most recently discovered hu- 
man disease this group rickettsialpox, 
far known only greater New York. 

The cases fever stockmen and pack- 
ing house workers Australia, Amarillo, and 
Chicago strongly indicated that domestic ani- 
mals were the source human infection. In- 
fectious excrement from parasites livestock 
may also factor. The considerable number 
cases among dairy employees, stockyard and 
packing house workers Los Angeles County 
further emphasizes the importance contact 
with livestock means infection. 

far, there are published reports 
clinical disease these domestic animals that 
are recognizable fever. Infection cattle 
has been demonstrated serologically, using 
complement fixation technique and specific 
fever antigen. Recently, Huebner and his asso- 
ciates have reported the recovery infection 
from raw milk from several dairies Los 
Angeles County.

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EQUINE PRACTICE BREEDING FARMS 


ERRINGTON, D.V.M.,* Arcadia, California 


The increase the number Thorough- 
bred horses California and advancement 
veterinary knowledge have combined in- 
crease the demand for veterinary service 
horse-breeding farms. Veterinarians who are 
unable, because distance lack time, 
maintain close supervision breeding activi- 
ties, could well institute acceptable system 
teasing, breeding and foaling, that their 
visits, although infrequent, would con- 
siderable value the breeder. 

The first and most involved problem get 
the mares foal. The breeding season for 
Thoroughbreds only about four months long, 
from February about June 15, and only 
few mares are bred before after these 
dates. the veterinarian’s problem see 
that mares are condition bred, and not 
miss any opportunity getting them foal. 

Veterinarians are consulted about many 
other problems horse farm, and can pro- 
tect the breeder many ways. Horses are 
raised under variety conditions Cali- 
fornia; same pasture that green the year 
around, others dry lots, with variations 
care and feeding practices between these ex- 
tremes. Nutrition greater problem here 
than many horse-breeding centers. 


Breeding Hygiene 


proper breeding hygiene, proper methods 
foaling time, and breeding only mares 
and stallions who have healthy genital tracts, 
genital infections have been quite well con- 
trolled. Uterine infections have greatly de- 
creased recent years, since more veteri- 
narians have had close supervision breeding 
activities. Infected mares may not get foal, 
may abort, give birth diseased foal. 
Barren mares, especially, should examined 
before the beginning the breeding season for 
genital health. Maiden mares should ex- 
amined for abnormalities such persistent 
hymen, and they also may infected. 

Before each service the mare and stallion 
should thoroughly washed with soap and 
water and rinsed with plain water. The stallion 
should rinsed with mild antiseptic after 
each service. Veterinarians should condemn 
the practice breeding dusty paddock, 
which not unusual California. There 
little use washing mare and stallion and 
then breeding them cloud dust. 

So-called “opening” mares, dilating the 
cervix with before the stallion 
covers the little value and 
should condemned. Laymen have been do- 
ing for years and have caused the infec-

Veterinarians deal with such cases ob- 
taining semen from the penis the stallion 
gets off the mare, and then introducing 
means gelatin capsule syringe through 
the cervix.

Al- 
though doubtful value for normal 
mare, there are some whose cervixes not 
dilate normally when they are estrus, and 
these few are benefited. 

never advisable capsule mare bred 
her foaling heat, her cervix always 
open.

frequently remains ballooned with air. This 
objectionable some stallions, and they might 
not cover promptly.

The 
disadvantage that many mares are capsuled 
unnecessarily. The advantage that the hand 
introduced into the vagina only once. 


Postpartum Examinations 


Veterinarians usually examine all placentas, 
recording the length time retained and the 
weight. This information helps determine the 
condition the uterus, and with other evi- 
dence indicates whether the mare should 
bred during the foaling heat. 

chocolate-colored exudate the uterine 
surface the chorion indicates uterine infec- 
tion, and the mare should examined before 
being bred. 

Most mares are normal estrus the ninth 
day after foaling. may necessary skip 
this first estrum there evidence uterine 
infection the seventh day after parturition. 
The color the mucous membrane and the 
appearance the vaginal secretion indicate 
quite definitely whether there infection. 
there any doubt, the cervix should 
cultured. 

good practice examine all foaling 
mares the sixth seventh day after foaling 
determine whether they should bred 
the foaling heat. Even though the parturition 
appeared normal, there may infection the 
vagina the ninth-day estrus. 


The Placenta 
The length time placenta retained 
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gives general idea the condition the 
uterus. retained more than three hours 
the mare will probably not condition 
bred the ninth day. Some that are 
doubtful condition the ninth day can 
given another day two improve before 
breeding. Most mares can bred well 
the tenth day the ninth, but some may 
out heat the eleventh day they came 
early after foaling. 

The importance the weight the mem- 
brane depends the length time re- 
tained—a membrane heavier has not 
been retained long—and whether not 
otherwise normal. the placenta Thor- 


VETERINARIANS HEAR 


Members the Bay Counties Association 
had the pleasure learning something about 
new industrial and economic poisons from the 
toxicologist’s standpoint their March meet- 
ing. The speaker was Dr. Joseph Swim, Toxi- 
cologist the Coroner for the City and County 
San Francisco, whose talk was not only in- 
formative but often amusing macabre way. 

Veterinarians are not notified when new in- 
dustrial poisons are put the market, told 
how recognize symptoms how handle 
the cases poisoning that inevitably occur. 
This, according Dr. Swim, may their own 
fault, they not check bills coming 
the legislature, gather their strength and 
lobby for proper controls their interest and 
the interest public safety. Dr. Swim asks 
that all organizations get together and demand 
that laws tightened some the new 
poisons, such hexyl ethyl tetraphosphate, 
and 1080, which are very toxic and for 
which there are known antidotes. 

Hexyl ethyl tetraphosphate absorbed 
through the skin and takes several days kill. 
can not demonstrated toxicologically. 
not easy pick after death, and 
only last month was valid method finally 
published. Socium fluoroacetate (1080) com- 
parable cyanide, being rapidly fatal low 
concentrations, but tasteless and odorless. 
Poisoning very hard prove because the 
amount fluorine normally present the 
body. The sale such products over the coun- 
ter represents great danger human and 
animal life. 

bill was asked, limiting the availability 
1080, and requiring that all entering the 
state rigidly accounted for, but was badly 
emasculated the legislature. Its use should 
for pest control; health officers, police, and the 
The area should posted that pets and 
children may kept away. 

Proper labelling will not prevent malicious 
poisoning, even accidental poisoning; and

California, the State Department Agri- 
culture passes preparations used eco- 
nomic and pest-control poisons, and many 
things concerning them, but depends the 
State Board Pharmacy for official antidotes 
the labels. Manufacturers have sometimes, 
through misunderstanding, not listed all the 
toxic ingredients labels, which could lead 
the physician’s treating for the wrong sub- 
stance. 

the last legislature, new section was 
added the Health and Safety Code, in- 
terest veterinarians. Any person who makes 
chemical examination food any part 
man animal, and finds poison, must within 
thirty days notify the State Board Pharmacy 
the proper form, stating the kind poison 
and where found. Veterinarians making such 
examinations are affected this ruling. Those 
who have examinations made others are 
not, the person making the test who 
must make the report. The forms can ob- 
tained from the California State Board 
Pharmacy, 515 Van Ness Avenue, Room 320, 
San Francisco 

When poisoning suspected, the organs most 
necessary for toxicological examination are: 
the entire stomach and contents, and vomitus 
present; chunk liver; half each kid- 
ney; about foot intestine; what urine 
present; and couple ounces blood. Brain 
needed alcohol chloroform poisoning, 
feces lead poisoning, hair and nails for ar- 
senic, and uterus for cresols mercury com- 
pounds. Preservatives should not added, 
and containers should clean glass.

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PROGRESS VACCINATION CALVES UNDER 
STATE BRUCELLOSIS CONTROL LAW 


DR. CARR, Administrator, Division Animal Industry, 
State Department Agriculture 


The field activities vaccination calves 
under the State bovine brucellosis control law 
actually began January 19, 1948, the date 
when the first calf was vaccinated the offi- 
cial program. This calf was six months old 
purebred Jersey the Shields Jersey Farm 
near Nicolaus, Sutter County. The vaccination 
was conducted Dr. Lichtenwalter 
Sacramento. 

The calf vaccination provisions the law 
became effective January 1948, but de- 
lay occurred starting the program because 
the tattoo applicators were not made time 
and then the deliveries were only small lots 
that was not possible supply all veteri- 
narians once. Another difficulty was that 
the applicators were made such poor quality 
metal that many them broke when put into 
use. 

entirely new lot tattoo applicators 
being made and these will distributed 


soon available all veterinarians partici- 
pating the program. 

The law requires the compulsory vaccination 
all female dairy calves and provides for op- 
tional vaccination male dairy calves and 
beef calves. This service free the owners. 
The State furnishes the vaccine and pays the 
veterinarians the basis each calf vacci- 
nated. 

According the law, each vaccinated calf 
must identified official tattoo the left 
ear. The program confined vaccination 
calves between the ages six and twelve 
months. The program does not include the 
vaccination adult cattle. The vaccination 
animals over twelve months age entirely 
private matter between the owner and his 
veterinarian. 

The law provides that this Division can con- 
tract with practicing accredited veterinarians 
vaccinate calves. Vaccinations also can

After the program got started, the vaccina- 
tions calves progressed rapidly and was 
not long before many veterinarians had ex- 
hausted the quota their contracts. soon 
became evident that the estimated number 
calves provided the original budget 
vaccinated during the six months period end- 
ing June 30, 1948, was much too low. 

Information received indicated there were 
more dairy calves eligible vaccinated 
than shown available estimates. Another 
situtation which developed was back-log 
considerable number calves vacci- 
nated under the State program which would 
have been vaccinated privately had not State 
program been announced. Added this was 
the unexpected demand for vaccination 
calves beef cattle producers. 

additional appropriation was necessary 
order that more calves could allotted 
the veterinarians. The recent session the 
Legislature appropriated $89,000 for the pur- 
pose buying vaccine and paying the contract 
veterinarians. total 141 supplementary 
contracts have been issued assigning approxi- 
mately 89,000 additional calves the veteri- 


narians who had requested increases. 

tabulation reports the end March 
showed total 46,885 calves had been vac- 
cinated. The number vaccinations doubt 
will greatly increase during April, May, and 
June. The records doses vaccine ordered 
considerably exceeds the reports calves vac- 
cinated. would appear that some veteri- 
narians not submit their reports promptly. 
report vaccinations for each owner should 
made DAI Form duplicate. These 
should retained until the end the week 
and then attached DAI Form claim also 
duplicate, and mailed once the district 
office. 

The time remaining this current period 
ending June becoming rather short and 
great many calves must vaccinated during 
this time. The present contracts all terminate 
and new contracts must issued beginning 
July 1948.

Milk probably receives the best local inspec- 
tion service the country when compared 
with other local inspection services. for- 
tunate that there good local inspection, inas- 
much there federal law governing milk 
and milk products except the Pure Food Law, 
which permits the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion seize adulterated filthy milk prod- 
ucts, shipped interstate. 

most states there divided authority 
who responsible for the state sanitary 
supervision milk and milk products. The 
.ocal health departments have always had the 
authority promulgate their own sanitary 
regulations for fluid milk and other dairy prod- 
ucts such cheese, butter, and ice cream, but 
only the larger urban health departments 
that have the staff and resources inspect 
these other dairy products. 

Therefore necessary have state sani- 
tary regulations assist the smaller health 
departments their supervision these prod- 
ucts. Inspection and enforcement health 
standards for all dairy products should 
the health department which not subject 
economic pressures. Billions pounds milk 
used for butter, cheese, and ice cream are 
never seen trained milk sanitarian. 

Mastitis the most important dairy animal 
disease. inflammation the udder due 
trauma bacteria. Infectious mastitis due 
bacteria the problem milk sanitation. 
Mastitis can caused multitude patho- 
genic bacteria which include brucella, tubercle 
bacilli, actinobacilli, salmonellas, pseudomo- 
nas, coli, staphylococci, and streptococci. All 
which can transmitted man raw 
fluid milk, cheese, butter ice cream, and 
cause serious disease man. 

The streptococcus and staphylococcus types 
infectious mastitis account for most infec- 
tious mastitis. Most streptococcus found 
milk from mastitis fortunately has low de- 
gree virulence and invasiveness for man. 
The same true for staphylococcus from in- 
fected milk cows. Occasionally these organisms 
are human origin and are transmitted from 
man animals. When such bacteria are pres- 
ent raw milk have potential human 
epidemic. 

Sometimes the animal pathogens change 
basic character and become exotoxin pro- 
ducers. The toxins will survive pasteurization 
and when ingested man milk will cause 
severe vomiting and diarrhea. Fortunately 
these exotoxin-producing bacteria have rarely 
been encountered animals. 

The immediate control mastitis today 
impossibility because insufficient numbers 
veterinary practitioners, and even more 
difficult for health departments employ vet- 
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erinarians. protect the health the nation 
strongly urged that all dairy products 
milk, ice cream, cheese, but- 
ter and other similar products. Cheese prod- 
ducts, Swiss cheese excepted, should also 
aged for sufficient time destroy any con- 
taminants introduced during the processing.®

The possibility human salmonella infec- 
tions being transmitted chickens and egg 
products must also considered. The ex- 
change disease between man and animal 
not one-way avenue, but can better de- 
scribed continuous circle.

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Since each the presently known antibiot- 
ics acts respectively and selectively against 
specific types bacteria with comparatively 
little overlapping, the most effective antibiotic 
given case can selected only when the 
infecting organisms have been identified. With 
certain exceptions, customary with rules 
thumb, the pathogen Gram-positive coc- 
cus, penicillin the agent choice; Gram- 
negative bacillus involved, then streptomy- 
cin indicated. Therefore, some mixed in- 
fections require the use both. 


Success arresting infection with the anti- 
biotics depends upon attaining and maintaining 
antibiotic level the area infection suffi- 
cient inhibit the growth the invading 
organism; the antibiotic must come sus- 
tained contact with this organism. Theoreti- 
cally, such level should attainable any 
infected area structure parenteral ad- 
ministration with sufficient dosage. However, 
despite the penetrating abilities penicillin 
and streptomycin, which exceed far those 
the sulfonamides, the maintenance effec- 
tive concentrations some parts the body 
the parenteral route may difficult. For- 
tunately, these instances, direct instillation 
such infected cavities has proven effective. 

Penicillin cleared from the bloodstream 
much more rapidly than streptomycin when 
given aqueous intramuscular injection. Per- 
orally, penicillin must given five times 
the hypodermic strength, whereas streptomy- 
cin relatively unaffected and practically un- 
absorbed from the alimentary tract. has 
therefore been suggested that when streptomy- 
cin being used for the Gram-negative in- 
testinal infections, and systemic infection 
suspected, the hypodermic route used 
supplement peroral medication. 


Current literature indicates that various 
bacteria within susceptible species 
are more less uniformly sensitive peni- 
cillin. This not true those organisms nor- 
mally susceptible streptomycin therapy. 
Consequently, results obtained with this 
antibiotic the treatment the generally 
susceptible Gram-negative organisms are not 
predictable.
